the fast data reading mechanism, a comparator for comparing the fast data result and 
the slow data result, and an error repair operable if the comparator detects the fast data 
result differs from the slow data result to suppress the further processing using the fast 
data result, to output the slow data result in place of the fast data result and to restart 
the further processing based upon the slow read result.
